Hereas, this Kingdom of Ireland, for its good Scituation, 
commodious Harbours, and great Quantity of Goods the 
Growth product, and Manufactury thereof, is, and ſtand- 
eth very fit and convenient for Trade and Commerce with 
moſt Nations, Kingdoms and Plantations; and ſeveral Laws, Statutes 
ana Ordinances, having heretofore been made, and Enatted, from 
time to time,. prohibiting and diſabling the King?s Subjects of this 
Realm, to export; or carry out of this Kingdom, unto any other the 
Kings Iſlands, Plantations, or Colonies, in Aſia, Africa, or Americay 
ſeveral of the Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, and Commodities of 
this Nation ; or to import into this Kingdom, the Goods or Mer- 
chandizes of the ſaid Plantations, Colonies and Iſlands» without land- 
ing and diſcharging in England, Wales, or the Town of Berwick up- 
on T1meed, under great Peaalties and Forfeitures, not only to the de- 
cay of the King's Revere, but alſo to the very great prejudice and 
diſadvantage of all the Inhabitants in this Kingdom, as well Subjects 
as Strangers ; and which hath in a high meaſure contributed to impo- 
veriſh this Kingdom, and diſcouraged ſeyeral Merchants, Traders, 
and Artificers, to cone from abrvad, and dwell, and trade here : 
And w';ercas, tte Encreaſe of Shipping, and the Encouragement of 
NM avigation, under the good Provicence of GO D, and the careful 
Protection of his ſacred Majeſty, are the beſt and fitteſt Means and 
Foundations, whereon the wealth, ſafety and ſtrength of this _ | 
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and Kingdom, may be built and eſtabliſhed. Be it therefoze Enacted, 
by the King's molt excellent Majeſty, with the Advice and Con- 
ſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
preſent Parliament Aſſembled ; and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That ir ſhail, and may be lawful, to and for his Majeſties Subjects 
of this Realm of /rcluz4, and to and for every other Perſon and Fer- 
ſons, of what Nation ſoever, reſiding and inhabiting here, during 
the time of ſuch Reſidence, freely to trade into, and from all and 
every his Majelties Plantations, Colontes and Iſlands, in Aſia, Ajri- 
ca, and America, and to export from this Kingdom, and carry un- 
to all and every the ſaid Plantations, Colonies, and Iflands, and 
there ſell, diſpoſe of, and barter all forts of Goods, Wares, Mer- 
chandizes and Commodities, as well of the Growth pro:}nct, or Ma- 
nufattury of this Kingdom, as of any other part of Ew p:, com- 
monly called, Ewope.iz Goods, and import, and bring into this 
Kingdom of 1rel.»:4, all forts of Goods, Wares, Merchandizes, and 
Commodities of the Growth product, or ManufaC&tury of all or 
any the ſaid Iſlands, Colonies and Plantations, without being ob- 
lidged to land or unload in En:land, Walcs, or the Town of Ber- 
wick upon Tweed, or entring all or any ſuch Goods, Wares, or 
Merchandizes there ; hurt as herein aftcr is expreſſed, and without 
being oblidged upon Shipping, or taking on Board, in the ſaid 
Plantations, Colonies, or lliands, the ſaid Comm ollities, to enter 
into any Bond, to bring the ſaid Goods into England, Wales, or 
Town of Berwick upon 4 wed, and to unload and put the ſame on 
ſhoar, any Act, Statute, Ordinance, Law, Scntence, or Judgment, 
at any time heretofore made, given, cr in force, to the contrary 
notwithſtanding : Pwvided always, That the Maſter. or Owner of 
all and every ſuch Ship and Ships, Velle! or Vellels, fo crading, 
from this Kingdom, unto all or any the ſaid lilands, Colonies, or 
Plantations, his or their Agent or Factors ſhall, and do before 
ſuch Ship or Ships, Veſſel or Veſſels, fail from any part of this 
Kingdom, towards the ſaid l{lands, Colonies, or Plantations per- 
fect, and enter into a Bond, with one ſufficient Security, to the 
uſe of the King, and to be perfected to the Collector, or chief 
Cuſtom-houſe Officer. of ſuch £ort or Place, whence ſuch Ship or 


'Veſlel is to ſail, in fuch a reaſonable Sum, as ſuch ColleCtor, or 
Cuſtom-houſe Officer, ſhall require, Regard being had to the Va- 


lue of ſuch Cargoe, as the ſaid Ship or Veſlel ſhall export, with 
condition to bring the Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, which 


Tuch Ship or Vellcl ſhall take in; a ail or any the faid Plantati- 


ons, 
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ons, Colonies, or Iſlands, into England, Ireland, Wales, or Town 
of Berwick, upon 4 weed, and to no other place, and there to aboad 
and put the ſame on ſhoar, the danger of the Seas only \excep- 
ted: 72 it likewiſe Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That all 
Goods and Merchandizes whatſoever, which ſhall be carryed, conz 
veyed, or exported out of this Kingdom of J/r-cl.md4, to the ſaid 
Iſlands, Colonies, and Plantations, ſhall be lyable, and pay to the 
King's Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, in the ſaid Iſlands, Plan- 
tations and Colonies, the ſame or ſo mach Cuſtoms, Exciſe, or 
other Duties, as the like Goods or Merchandizes being exported 
out of England, into all, or any the ſaid Plantations, Colomes, or 


. Iſlands, and all Goods or Merchandizes imported into this King- 


dom, out of all or any the ſaid 1ſlanas, Colomes and Plantations, 
( Tobacco and Sugar only excepted ) ſhall pay in this Kingdom 
to the uſe of the King's Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſlors, the ſame 
or like Daties, Cuſtom and Exciſe, and no more or other, and in 
ſuch manner, and at ſach time, and ſubject to ſuch Penalties and 
Forfeitures, for 1V --Entry, nndue Entry, or Non-Payment of Du- 
ties, as in the lite Act; of Parliament made in this Kingdom, in 
the Foxrtecnth and Fijrcezth Years of the Reign of the Late King 
CHARLES the Second ; the One, Entituled, Az At for Settling 
the Suoſidy or Poundage , and Granting of Suoſidy of Turnaze, and 
oth:r Sums of Money unto His Royal Majefty, his Heirs and Succeſ= 
ſors; the ſame to be paid upon Merchandize, imported and ex- 
ported into, or out of the Kingdom of Jreland, according to a 
Book of Rates hereunto annexed ; and the other, Entituled, A: 
Act for the Settling of the Exciſe, or New Im-Poſt, upon His MMa- 
jeſty, His Heirs and Succefſors, according to the Book of Rates 
therein incerted, and as in the ſaid Book of Rates, and as in the 
Rules, Orders and Directions, to the ſaid Acts and Books of 
Rates annexed, are contained and ſpeciied : And whereas >, The 
Daties, and Cuſtom, and Exciſe on Tabacco, of the King's Ma- 
jeſties Plantations > imported into this Kingdom, amount to no 
more, according to the ſaid I wo late Acts of Parliament in this 
Kingdom, and Books of Rates to them annexed, but to Two 
Pence pr Pound z wiaich is too ſmall a Duty. Be it thercfo2e 
Enatcd, by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Tobacco of the

Pence for each Pound Exciſe, and no more, Pyovided always, That 
_ Spariſh and Brazill Tobacco, ſhall pay the ſame Duty of Cuſtom, and 
*Exciſe, as formerly ; and that likewiſe, Tobacco of that growth 
or produCt of the Kings Plantation, or any of the Foreign Plan- 
tations belonging to his 4 Chriſtian Majeſty, Imported into 
this Kingdom out of Er gland, or any other part of Eurype at any 
time, ſrom and after the Eighteenth Day of Fuly, 1689. ſhail! ny 
and ſatisfy unto the Kings Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſlours, 
the Sum of Two pence, Sterl. Cuitom, for, and out of each, 
and every pound, and the Sum of Two pence; half penny, Serl. 
Exciſe, for, and out of each pound, and no more. And, That Sugars, 
Indicoe, Log-wood, Imported into this Kingdom out of England, 
ſhall pay, and ſatisfy unto the Kings Majelty, his Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſours, ( viz. ) white Sugar coming from Ergl.2d, Ten Shil- 
lings Cuſtom, and: Ten Shillings Exciſe, for every Hundred weight, 
and no more; brown Sugar, the Sum of Two Shillings, Six pence, 
Sterl, "Cuſtom, ard the like Sum of Two Shillings Six pence Srer!.

Cuſtom, for each Hundred 
weight, and-no more; The ſaid Dyties, Cuſtoms, and Ex- 
Ciſe to be paid in ſuch manner, and Fader ſuch Pains and For- 
feitures, and with ſuch Allowances, as in the aforeſaid Two AQs 
and Books of Rates, Orders, and Directions are expreſſed and con- 
tained. And for the further Encouragement and Advance of the 
ſaid Plantation Trade, and for Maintaining a greater, and more' 
firm Correſpondence and Kindneſs between the Subjects of this 
Kingdom, and the Planters, and Inhabitants of the ſaid Planta- 
tions and Iſlands; Be it Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid,” 
That whatſoever Goods or Commodities of the growth, product, 
or manufa*tury of the ſaid Iflands or Plantations, ſhall be at any 
time hereafter Unloaded, or Landed, in any part of this Kingdom, 
and ſhall pay or ſecure to be paid, the Cuſtom, Duties, 
and Exciſe on the ſaid Goods, due and payable, that at 
any time hereaftzr> within the ſpace of One whole Year, 


to Commence from the Day of ſuch Landing, lt ſhall, and may 
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be. lawful to and for the-Merchant, Owner or ietor of ſuch 
Goods and Commodities, his or their Agents or: Factors, to export 
and carry out of this Kingdom into any other Nation, Dominion or 
Country, ſuch and ſo mnch of the faid Goods and Commodities fo 
landed, as he or they ſhall think fit ; and that upon ſuch Exportas» 
-jon the whole Exciſe of ſuch Goods, which was before paid, or ſe- 
cured to be paid for the ſame, and one half of the Cuſtom of the 
{aid Goods before paid or ſecured to be paid, ſhall be re-paid or al- 
low'd to ſuch Merchant, Owner, Proprietor, his or their:FaCtors or 
Agents ſo exporting, and that within twenty days next and immedi- 
ately enſuing the Date and Time of ſuch Exportation, Tobacco on- 
ly excepted. And for the more Encouragement of building godd and 
ſerviceable Ships, be it Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That any 
Perſon or Perſons who ſhall within the ſpace of 10 Years to commence 
the 24th of June, 168g. build, or cauſe tobe built within this King- 


- dom of treland any Shipor Veſlel above Twenty Five Tun, and under 


One Hundred Tun Burthen, ſhall and may for the firſt three Voyages 
any ſuch Ship or Veſlel ſhall make out of this Kingdom, upon the 
ſaid Ships or Veſſels return from ſach Voyage back into this King- 
dom, have, receive, or be allowed to his and their own proper uſe 
one Eighth Part of the Duties of Cuſtoms and Exciſe which fhall be 
due or payable to the King, his Heirs or Sacceffors, for and out of 
all the Goods and Commodities fo imp#rted in ſach Ship or Veſſel 
upon the ſaid three firſt Returns, which ſach Ship or Veſſel ſhall make 
into this Kingdom. And likewiſe, That any Perſon or Perſons,who 
ſhall within the ſaid ſpace of Ten Years commencing, as aforeſaid, 
build or cauſe to bebnilt in this Kingdom any Ship or Veſſel exceeding 
in Burthen an 100 Tun, ſhall for the firſt four Voyages ſuch Ship or 
Veſſel ſhall make out of this Kingdom, and upon the ſaid Ship or 
Veſſels Return from the ſaid Voyages back to this Kingdom, have and 
receive to hisand their own proper uſe one Eighth Part of the Duties 
of Cuſtom and Excife, which ſhall be doe or payable to the King, his 
Heirs or Succeſlors, for or out of the Goods and-Commodities ſo Im- 
ported into ſuch Ship or Veſſel upon the four firſt Returns ſuch Ship 
or Veſlel ſhall make ont of this Kingdom. And to the'end that 
Maſters of Ships, Sca-men, Mariners , Ship-wrights, Carpenters, 
Rope-makers and Block-makers may be encouraged and invited to 
come and dwell in this Kingdom, and that thereby Navigation may 
improve and increaſe, Be it further EnaCted by the Authority afore- 
ſaid, That all and every Maſters of Ships, and Ship-wrights, Ship- 

H Carpenters, 
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Carpenters, Sea-men, Mariners , Rope-makers, and Block-makers? 
who are at preſent reſiding within this Kingdom, or who ſhall or do 
at any time from henceforth come and reſide in this Kingdom of TIre- 
land, and ſhall purſve and follow his Trade or Calling, ſhall and may 
for the time and ſpace of Ten Years after his or their fo coming 
into this Kingdom, be freed, exempted and diſcharg'd of, and from 
all ſorts of Taxes, and Ceſſes, Watch, Ward, and Quartering of 
Soldiers and Officers in and throughout this Kingdom : @ny ſhall like- 
wiſe have and beallowed his and their Freedom gratis in any Town, 
City, Sea-port, Corporation or Borough, where he or they ſhail 
pleaſe to reſide, and purſue his or their Calling and Trade, @nd Be 
it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in the reſpective 
Cities and Towns of Dublin, Belfaſt, Waterford, Cork, Lymerickand 
Galloway there ſhall be eſtabliſhed, erefted and ſetled, before the firſt 
day of December, 168g. in each of the ſaid Towns and Cities, and 
ſo continued for ever hereafter, a Free School for Teaching and In- 
ſtrufting the Mathematicks, and the Art of Navigation; in every of 
which Schools there ſhall be placed and continued one or more able 
and ſufficient Maſter or Maſters for Teaching and inſtrufting the ſaid 
Arts : And that every of the ſaid Towns and Cities ſhall ont of the 
Publick Revenne and Stock to them belonging, or otherwiſe, ſettle 
and ſecure a reaſonable Penſion and Stipend for ſuch Maſter or Ma- 
ſters, to be paid them quarterly during his and their continuance in: 
ſuch Employment or Employments: Provided always, and be it fur- 
ther Enafted by the Authority aforeſaid, that the ſaid Duties of 
Cuſtom and Exciſe of Tobacco of the Growth or Product of his Ma- 
jeſties Plantation, ſhall be and continue payable to his Majeſty, his 
Heirs and Succeſlors, during the time, and ſolong as the now Duties

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An ACT for Repealivg the Ais of Settle- 
ment and Explanation, Reſolution of Doubts, 
and all Grants, Patents and Certificates pur- 
ſuant to them, or any of thent. 


HEREAS the Roman Catholick Subjects of 
this Kingdom have for ſeveral Years, to the ap- 
parent hazard of their Lives and Eſtates under 
the Royal Authority, defended this Kingdom, 
until at laſt they were overpowred by the 
Uſurper Oliver Cromwell ; in which Quarrel many of them loſt their 
Lives, and divers of them (rather than take any Conditions from 
the ſaid Uſurper) did tranſport themſelves into Foreign Parts, where 
they faithfully ſerved under his late Majeſty, and his preſent Majeſty, 
until his late Majeſty was reſtored to the Crown. And whereas the ſaid 
Uſurper hath ſeized and ſequeſtred all the Lands, Tenements and He- 
reditaments of the ſaid Roman Catholicks within this Kingdom, upon 
the account of their Religion and Loyalty, and diſpoſed of the ſame 
among, his Officers and Soldiers,and others his Adherents ; and though 


' his Majeſties ſaid Roman Catholick Subjects, not only upon the ac-_ 
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count of the Peace made by his late Majeſty in the year 1648. but 
alſo for their eminent Loyalty and firm Adherence to the Royal 
Cauſe, might have juſtly expeCted to partake of his late Majeſties 
Favour and Bounty upon his happy Reſtauration, which was then 
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extended eyen to many notorious Rebels in other his Countries and 
Dominjons, which would make amends for the Oppreſſions and 1n- 
juſtice they lay under for many years in the time of the ſaid Uſurper ; 
yet ſuch were the Contrivances fet on foot to deſtroy his M ajeſty and 
Catholick Subjects of this Realm, that two Acts of Parliament paſ- 
ſed here, the one Entituled, 4» At for the better Execution of his 
Majeſties Gracious Declaration for the Settlement of his K ingdom of [re- 
land, and Satisfaition of the ſeveral Intereſts of Adventurers, Soldiers; 
and other his Subjettsthere, The other ACt Entituled, An 45 for ex- 
plaining of ſome Doubts ariſing upon an Ac Entituled, An Att for the bet-. 
ter Execution of his Majeſties Gracious Declaration for the Settlement of 
bis Kingdom of Ireland, and ſatisfattion of the ſeveral Intereſts of Ad- 
venturers, Soldiers,and other his Subjects there ;, and for making ſome Alte- 
rations of, and Additions unto the ſaid Aft for the more ſpeedy and effettual 
Settlement of the Kingdom, by which many of the ſaid.Catholick Subjefts were 
outed of their ancient Inheritances without being ſo much as heard,and the ſame 
were diſtributed among Cromwel's Soldicrs,and others who in juſtice could not 
have the leaſt Pretenſion to the ſame, centrary to the ſaid Peace made in the 
year 1648. and contrary to Juſtice and natural Equity. And whercas 
it is now high time to put an end to the unſpeakable Sufferings of the 
ſaid Roman Catholicks, Natives of this Realm, (who have eminent - 
ly manifeſted their Loyalty to his Majeſty againſt the Uſurper the 
Prince of Orange) and to remove the unparalleld Grievances brought 
upon them under colour of the ſaid two Statutes, which cannot be 
otherwiſe redreſſed, than by repealing the ſaid Acts, and reſtoring 
the former Proprietors to their ancient Right, the compaſling where- 
of is much facilitated by his Majefties Royal Condeſcention to apply 
towards the ſatisfaCtion and reprizals of honeſt Purchaſers under the 
faid Acts, a great part of the Lands and Tenements forfeited to him 
by the late Rebellion and Treaſon committed by Eſtated Perſons 
within this Kingdom, who, contrary to their Duty and Allegiance, 
joyned with the Prince of Orange. Be it therefore enaCted by your 
moſt excellent Majeſty, with the Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the Commons in this preſent Parliament Aſſembled, 
and by the Authority aforeſaid; And it is accordingly enaCted by Au- 
thority of the ſame, That the ſaid two ſeveral Acts herein before- 
mentioned, commonly call'd the Acts of Settlement and Explana- 
tion, and the Acts of State, or Ac of Council, commonly call'd, 
The Reſolution of Doubts by the Lord Lieutenant and Council up- 
on the Acts of Settlement and Explanation thereof, and all and every 
| OT | Clauſe, 
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Clauſe, Proviſo, Article and Sentence in them, and every of them 


contained, and all and every Grant, Patent and Certificate paſs'd by 


vertue of, or under colour or pretence of the ſaid Atts and Reſoluti- 
ons, Or any or either of them (except what is herein after preſerved, 
or mentioned to be preſerved, be and are hereby abſolutely repealed, 
annulled and made void to all Intents, Conftruftions and Purpoſes 
whatſoever, as if the ſame had never been made or paſſed, notwith- 
ſtanding any Miſ-recital of the Title to them or either of them, or 
of the exact time when the ſaid Acts, or either of them, were made 
or paſs'd. 

And be it further enafted, That all manner of Perſons who were 
any way entituled to any Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments, or 
whoſe Anceſtors were any way ſeized, poſleſſed of, or entituled to 
any Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments, in Uſe, Poſſeſſion, Rever- 
ſion or Remainder in this Kingdom of JTreland, on the 224 day of 
Otftober 1641.. their Heirs or Aſſigns, and every Perſon lawfully claim- 
ing by, from, or under them and his and their Feoffees and Truſtees, 
to and for their Uſe or Uſes, or in truſt for them or any of them, 
and who were barred, excluded, hindred or prejudiced by the ſaid 
Acts, Reſolutions, Grants, Patents and Certificates, ſhall and may 
have and take ſuch and the like Remedy by Action, or otherwiſe, for 
reveſting or recovering the ſame, as they, or any, or either of them 
now might, could, or ought to have had or taken, in caſe the ſaid 
Acts, Reſolutions, or any Grant, Patent, or Certificate had never 
been made or paſs'd, any Clauſe, Proviſoe, Article, Sentence, or Re- 
ſtriftion in the ſaid Afts, Reſolutions, Grants,. Patents or Certifi- 
cates, and any limitation of Time, Deſcent caſt, common Recovery, 
Judgment or Non-claim upon any Fine or Fines, or upon any other 
matter or thing where an Entry or Claim could or would have aided 
him or them, or any of his or their Anceſtors, Feoffees and Truſtees, 
in any wiſe notwithſtanding. And be it further EnaCted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That all Attainders and Outlawries for Treaſon,or 
any other Offence ; and alſo all Treaſons and other Offences whatſo- 
ever upon account or pretence of the Rebellion mentioned or expreſ- 
ſed to have begun or ariſen in this Kingdom on the 234 day of Otto- 
ber 1641. and alſo all Penalties, Pains, Forfeitures, Bars and Diſa- 
bilities accrewed, or ſuppoſed to be accrewed thereby, or by any 
means or ways touching or relating thereto, or any way upon account 
or pretence thereof, be and are hereby made void, releaſed and diſ- 
charged to-all Integgs and Purpoſes whatſoever. And be it — 
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Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every Officer and Officers, 
who have the Cuſtody or keeping of the ſaid Attainders or Outlawries, 
or of any of them, or of any the Proceſs, Entries and Proceedings 
thercof, and of all or any the EBooks of Crimination and Exami- 
nations relating thereunto, ſhall, as ſoon as conveniently may be, take 
the ſame off the Files, and from the reſpeCtive Offices where the ſame 
do now remain, and cancel the ſame before or in the Preſence of all 
or any the Commiſſioners of Reſtitution herein mentioned ; and any 
Officer failing to do the ſame, ſhall forfeit his Office, and alſo the 
Sum of 500 |. Sterling, the Moyety of the ſaid 500 /. to be to your 
Majeſty, and the other Moyety to any Perſon who ſhall ſue for the 
ſame by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information in any of your 
Majeſties Courts of Common Law, in which ACtion no Eſſoyn, Pro- 
teftion, or Wager of Law ſhall be allowed : And to the end that 
every Perſon and Perſons, and their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators 
and Aſſigns, who hitherto were barred, hindred or delayed from reco- 
vering or enjoying his or theirjuſt Rights, Titles, or Poſſeſſions by 
any of the matters aforeſaid, may with all convenient ſpeed be put 
into and be eſtabliſhed in his and their Rights, Titles and Poſſeſſions. 

Be it further EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, That ſuch three 
or more Perſons, as by your Majeſty, your Heirs or Succeſlors, by 
Commiſſion under the great Seal of Ireland, ſhall be to that purpoſe 
appointed from time to time, ſhall be Commiſſioners to hear and de- 
termine the Claims and Title by Engliſh Bill of ſuch Perſon or Per- 
ſons, their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators and Aſſigns, who are 
or ought to be reſtorcable or entituled unto any Lands, Tenements or 
Hereditaments, by reaſon of the repealing or making void of the 
ſaid ſeveral Adts and Reſolutions of Doubts,Grants, Letters Patents, 
Certificates, or any other matter or thing herein before mentioned 
to be made void, repealed, releaſed, or diſcharged. And further, 
That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three, or more of them, 
ſhall appoint certain Times and Places from time to time for their 
Sitting, Hearing and Determining the Rights, Titles and Claims afore- 
ſaid, and ſhall iſſue Summons to the Tenents and Poſleſlors of the 
Lands claimed before them, and for Witneſſes, and upon appearance, 
or in default of appearance, then to proceed and examin the Right 
and Title of the ſaid Claimant or Claimants upon Oath, which Oath 
they have hereby Power to adminiſter, and to take Afﬀidavit in 
Court or out of Court, and thereupon ſhall have Power to adward 
 InjunCtions for putting into Poſleſſion ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall 
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appear unto them to be reſtorable unto, or whoought to be put into 
Poſſeſſion of any Lands, Tenements or Hereditaments by vertue of 
this Act, and all Injunctions and Prohibitions to be granted to ſtop 
or delay the Proceedings of the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall be void and 
of none effect. But all Sheriffs and Coroners, to whom any InjunCti- 
on or InjunCtions for Poſſeſſions ſhall be directed, are hereby required 
and authorized at their Peril to execute the ſame. And the ſaid Com- 
miſſiones are hereby authorized to puniſh all NegleCts and Contempts 
of Sheriffs, Officers, or any other Perſon or Perſons, And foraſmuch 
as by reaſon of the ſeveral Oppreſlions, Diſtraftions and Confnſions 
herein before mentioned, and of the length of time ſince the ancient 
Proprietors have been diſpoſleſſed, as aforeſaid, the Deeds, Evidences, 
and Writings of the Perſons reſtorable by this At, may be either 
loſt or miſlayed, ſo that the ſame may not ſpeedily, or perhaps not 
at all be had, in order to make out his or their Titles before the 
Commiſſioners aforeſaid. Be it therefore EnaCted, that the Judg- 
ment, Decree, or Sentence of the ſaid Commiſſioners, or of any 
of them, ſhall not be final or definitive; but the perſon or perſons, 
and his and their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators and Aſſigns, who 
is or ſhall be reſtorable by virtue of this Act, ſhall and may at his 
own will and pleaſure, uſe and have his Action and Remedy in any 
of his Majeſties Courts of Law or Equity for recovery of his and 
their Rights, Titles and Poſleſſions, without reſorting to- the ſaid 
Commiſſioners ; or if he be not able to make ont his Title before 
them. Provided always, and be it hereby enafted and declared 
by the Authority aforeſaid, that this A&t or any thing herein con: 
tained, ſhall not extend, nor be deemed or conſtrued to extend, to 
annul or make void any Releaſe, Confirmation, Conveyance, Fine, 
Recovery, or Agrecment, made, done, ſuffered, perfe&ted by any 
Perſon or Perſons, or their Anceſtor or Anceſtors, who otherwiſe 
would have been reſtorable by virtue of this Aft ; but that ſuch. Re- 
leaſe, Confirmation, Conveyance, Fine, Recovery or Agreement, ſhall 
be of ſuch like force and effect as they would have been if this A& 
had never heen made. And be it further enated by the Authority 
aforeſaid, that where any perſon or perſons who have been tranſ- 
planted into the Province of Connaught, or County of Clare, or his 
or their Heirs or Aſſigns, has fold or conveyed away the Lands or 
Tenements there ſet out, unto him in lieu of his ancient Eſtate ;

And whereas an horrid and unnatural Rebellion was 
Jately raifed, and till is continued in this Kingdom, and in other your Majeſties Do- 
minions, by great numbers of your Majeſty's Subje&s, and more eſpecially by divers 
of the perſons and their Heirs, who had and enjoyed a great part of the Lands and 
Tenements which formerly belonged to your Majefty, and your Royal Fathers and 
Brothers Catholick Subjefts, and were given ovt or diſtributed by the late uſurped 
Powers, as a Reward for their former Rebellion and Treafon herein firſt mentioned, 
which faid Rebels not being content therewith, bur again endeavouring by the like 
Rebellion and Treaſon to draw in Foreign Forces,and to continite a Succeſſion of Uſur- 
ponny againft your Majeſty, and over your moſt Loyal Catholick Subje&s of this 

ingdom, in hopes thereby to gain the reſt of the Lands, as they had obrained a great 
part of it before, and totally to deprive your Royal Majeſty, and your Heirs and Suc- 
ceſſors thereof, androf the Crown and Dignity, divers of the ſaid Rebels went inta 
England, Scotland, Wales, Holland, and the 1/tes of Man, and other places beyond the
